SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


In accordance with custom and as by law required, we pre- 
sent the seventh annual printed report of the officers of the 
town for the year ending February t5, 1899. 

At last the dispute over Pest Island, which has been a hoot 
to succeeding boards of selectmen since 1882, is ended, and 
Portsmouth gets the island, the Supreme Court deciding that it 
never was in the limits of Newcastle. 

Wentworth bridge, which was condemned in 1892, has stood 
until the present time, and it seems to be tempting Providence 
to longer let it go without rebuilding. |The selectmen have 
asked the court to set off $1000 from the county to help rebuild 
it, and the court has ordered a hearing on the same in the near 
future. 

The state board of equalization has-~seen fit to reduce our 
valuation $65,000, which will lessen our state and county tax 
for the next four years about $75 per year each. 

Again we feel it our duty to call the attention of the people 
to the subject of taxes. During the year we have settled with 
a number of delinquent taxpayers; _ still quite a. number yet 
owe, and we have a suit now pending before the court, which 
will be settled in April or before. 

During the year a dog or dogs killed quite a number of hens 
belonging to Luther Amazeen, and he presented to the select- 
men a bill for pay for same. We, under advice of a lawyer, de- 
clined to pay the amount asked, as we only had the dog tax to 
pay from, and that was not sufficient. We have tendered him 
the amount of said dog tax, $14.40, which he refused, and there 
the matter rests. 

The financial condition of the town is better than it has been 
for many years.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newcastle : 


The Board of Education would respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report of the schools under their charge for the school year 
ending Feb. 15, 1899. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


The grammar school has been in charge of Miss Arianna Tal- 
lant, who has taught successfully for the past two years. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


The primary school has been in charge of Miss Maude Tre- 
fethen. The school has done well. 

The schools for the past year have been quite a success, al- 
though not so much so as they would have been had the schol. 
ars been more regular in their attendance. It is impossible for 
them to make much improvement in their studies if they are 
absent from school. They certainly are the losers by it, be- 
sides getting a good many black marks against their names. 
We would remind parents of the importance of seeing that their 
children are constant and punctual at school, as that is the 
only way that they can have the interest requisite to good prog- 
ress.
